Rarely (probably less often than once in every thousand pregnan- 
cies), no alternative to ACE inhibitors will be found. In these rare 
cases, the mothers should be apprised of the potential hazards to their 
fetuses, and serial ultrasound examinations should be performed to 
assess the intraamniotic environment. 


If oligohydramnios is observed, [generic name] should be discon- 
tinued unless it is considered life-saving for the mother. Contraction 
stress testing (CST), a non-stress test (NST), or biophysical profil- 
ing (BPP) may be appropriate, depending upon the week of pregnan- 
cy. Patients and physicians should be aware, however, that 
oligohydramnios may not appear until after the fetus has sustained 
irreversible injury. 
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
